Dl shows a device for providing spongy bone with bone 
substitute, according to claim 1, with a perforating device 
(76, figure 5H} for making a hole in the spongy bone and 
with a flushing device (column 9, lines 4-7) for flushing 
the hole. A vacuum source (86) is provided for generating a 
vacuum in the hole for sucking and facilitation insertion of 
the bone substitute (96) into said spongy bone. D2 also 
shows a device according to claim 1 (see figures 2 and 6) . 

The device according to claim 1 therefore is known from Dl 
and D2. Consequently, the invention defined in claim 1 lacks 
novelty and inventive step. 

The arrangements according to claims 4,12-15,23-24,34-36,44- 
47 and 51-52 are also previous known from Dl or D2.
